_ Provo, the Diyision of Family Services 


has set up an apartment to house bat- 
tered women, and Utah Valley 
Hospital is beginning a counseling 
program for the women, headed by 
Don Langford, director of the Patient 
Resource Center. 


In Salt Lake City the women are 
housed on an upper level of the YWCA, 
given apartments, meals and a play 
area for their children. They receive 
one-to-one counseling with social 
workers provided by the Division of 
Family Services. Their ages range from 
21 to 45, and their husbands range 
from prominent businessmen and doc- 
tors to construction workers and the 
unemployed. Some are plain, some are 
beautiful — all are bruised. 


Reasons for abuse 


Tom Graff, researching wife abuse at 
BYU, says reasons for abuse often in- 
clude the use of alcohol, disputes over 
finances and jealousy. A series of inci- 
dents lead to abuse, he says. 


“Usually, a husband has had a 
frustrating day at work. He comes 
home and his wife is screaming at the 
kids —they might have a disagreement 
over money or any little thing. 
Everything adds up and he hits her. 
Once it happens it’s very likely to hap- 
pen again. 


“There seems to be an increase in 
abuse when a woman is pregnant. 
Another stress element is added — sex- 
ual frustraton, financial pressure and a 
general moodiness. They all add up.” 


Miss Redman: recalls a battered 
woman who would dress up on 
weekends, and her husband would rip 
off her clothes, put her in the bathtub, 
wash her make-up off with cold water 
and then beat her with a belt, 


_ sometimes so hard that. the buckle 


would come off. 


“In America, husbands abuse their 
wives in such a way that no one can 
recognize it,” Graff said. ‘“They don’t 
blacken their wife’s eyes as much as 
kick, pull hair, and beat them in the 
body where no one will see.” 


Abuse crosses all cultural lines, he 
says, and isn’t limited to lower income 
or lower educational brackets. 


“Tm a college graduate and I 
thought I was going to have a good, 
happy life,” a battered wife and mem- 
ber of the Women in Jeapordy program 
says. “I didn’t allow for really bad 
problems. I know there are hundreds of 
women in this city right now — wives 
of wealthy prominent people — who 
are beaten and treated like a lower 
form of life. They’re going through the 
same things I did. They’re living a life 
they don’t want to live, but they don’t 
know how to get out.” 


Langford says he is counseling 
families and abused wives from all 
walks of life, through Utah Valley 
Hospital. “They are strong religious 
families. They hold hands in church, 
and the bishop won’t believe it when 
he’s called in to counsel with them. 


“He will counsel the wife to return to 
her husband, saying that her husband 
’t do it again. 
But that husband needs help. He will 
do it again, unless he receives 
therapy.” 


Bitter memories 


The women recall how they were 
abused, and how they felt about it. 
“We'd get in fights and he’d hit me, 
just punch me in the body, the ribs and 


slug me in the face,’’ one victim says. 
“I took it for a long time, simply

“T was beaten every Friday and 
Saturday night,” another woman said. 
“Tt was very routine, there’s no doubt 
about it — and it happened over any 
little thing, from being five minutes 
late to a phone call from an insurance 
man.” 

A slightly tall, slender young mother 
rolls up her jeans to reveal a blackened 
leg. ““My husband would tie me to the 
bed and then beat me,” she says. ““My 
back looks the same way.” 


The women agree that mental abuse 
is the worst abuse. “You can get over a 
bruise and you can get over a slap,” a 
victim says, “but a broken heart and a 
deteriorated personality aren’t as easy 
to mend. 


Another abused wife expresses fear 
of her husband. “I was expected to ask 
him before I did anything. He set up an 


isolation area and if I went out of it, ° 


whether to talk to a neighbor, see a 
friend or simply take a walk, it made 
him mad enough to hit me. I was 
scared to take a bath. I trained myself 
to wake up at night when I heard-his 
car door slam.” 


‘All of the women have little or no 
self-esteem, Miss Redman says. “They 
always think they've done something 
to cause the abuse. They wonder 
what’s wrong with them, because their 
neighbor isn’t being beaten.” 


Because of this lack of confidence, 
and sense of confusion, no financial 
support, shelter or family that will 
become involved, women often return 
to their husbands. 


Langford says women go back 
because of religious values, embarrass- 
ment, security and because Utah 
society ‘‘doesn’t like to see divorce.” 
But without treatment and therapy 
nothing different will happen. “Let’s 
not assume we can pray and he'll never 
do it again,” he says. 


One victim, he says, came in July 3 
with a black eye, wanting to commit 
suicide. She had tried to leave her hus- 
band five times, and had even filed for 
divorce. Every time she was counseled 
by professional LDS counselors to 
return to her husband. She is 43 and 
has a profession of her own. She feels 
guilty for not meeting her husband’s 
needs and describes herself as a useless 
person. 

“‘She cries when I ask her about her 
own needs,”’ Langford says. 

Very few women, Ms. Tatham says, 
are bitter toward their husbands. “It’s 
a wonder how they can be so un- 
derstanding. A lot of times they go 
back to them because they say he 
needs help, and that he’d be a wonder- 
ful person if only he could get help.” 


““A woman comes into the 
emergency room and doesn’t want to 
go home. She needs counseling im- 
mediately,” Langford adds, ‘‘because 
within 24 hours her husband will show 
up with roses, promising he’ll never do 
it again. She usually returns home and 
within a few months she’s back — 
beaten again.” 


The millions of women in the United 
States who are beaten, slapped, kicked 
and tormented every day will probably 
return, if they ever leave their hus- 
bands, to abuse, both emotional and 
physical. 


It’s a violent, tormenting problem 
that most would rather not think 
about, but that haunts the righteous 
and unrighteous, the poor and the 
wealthy. Battered women have lost 
self-esteem, self-respect but most of all 
they have lost most of themselves. paltis

“T just saved the Mor- 
mon Church’s bacon 
right here, but. they’re 
not going to thank me 
for it,” said Joseph, who 
lives with several wives 
in Southern Utah, where 
he said he is in the 
health food and jewelry 
business. 


It is Joseph’s conten- 

tion that Moses used the 
same characters found 
in several Egyptian 
hieroglyphics — in- 
cluding a portion of 
Smith’s Facsimile No. 2 
in the “Pearl of Great 
Price’ — to write the 
Book of Genesis. 
. In explaining his for- 
mula, Joseph said that 
by assigning numerical 
values to Hebrew letters 
and forming equations, 
the equations in turn 
form words that retain 
constant numerical 
values.

By employing his

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The first feeling one gets as he enters 
the square, windowless, one-story 
maximum-security building at the 
Utah State Penitentiary is one of in- 
tensity. A grim prison official, dressed 
in a dark blue sports coat, sits behind a 
bullet-proof glass shield and operates 
the series of turquoise-colored, barred 
doors necessary to pass through in or- 
der to enter the facility. Off to the left 
is a white-clad, muscular, tattooed 
prisoner behind a broken, reinforced 
glass window, smoking and staring at 
the wall. As we. walk by he turns his 
gaze to us, his expression the same as 
before; that of an animal trapped in a 
cage. 

We enter the “visiting room,” a 
depressingly small cubicle with bare 
white walls on three sides and the ever- 
present turquoise bars on one side. 
Wooden benches are crookedly placed 
against the walls. In one corner of the 
room, a sealed off ‘“‘telephone section” 
is stationed behind bars. 


“This is where the. prisoners receive 
their visitors,” explains Tony Bair, a 
social worker in charge of maximum 
security inmates, “except for the men 
on death row who have a date set for 
execution. They have to use the 
telephones, so nothing can be 
smuggled in to them. Society won’t 
allow a man to kill himself in here. 
We’ve got to do it for him. It’s a benefit 
of our civilized society.” 


Bair says he has mixed feelings 
about the death penalty. “It’s not 
the death penalty per se, but the bar- 
baric manner in which it is carried out 
that I am against. If you had a dog that 
had to be done away with, you’d do it 
in the most humane way you could, 
probably having a vet put him to sleep, 
but with prisoners, society isn’t 
satisfied until they’ve had their hearts 
blown out. It’s sick, just sick. Every 
state, in looking in past history, has 
found that they’ve executed innocent 
men. The impact of that thought is 
staggering.” 

We leave the room and walk down 
the brightly lit corridor that leads to 
death row. Here, the shadow of the 
bars reflects on the shiny linoleum 
floor. Four dark-suited guards are 
standing in the hallway, talking in 
hushed tones. 

“In here,” Bair says, gesturing 
towards a closed door, “is the protec- 
tive tank. The prisoners call it ‘the 
Hole’. There’s only one man in there 
right now. Bobby Belcher. He’s been in 
here for over a year, 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. He likes to kill peo- 
ple.”’ Bair doesn’t open the door. 


We'd heard stories about Belcher 
before. How he wanted to get into “‘the 
Hole” for some privacy, but was 
refused because he hadn’t done 
anything to merit such stiff punish- 
ment. He’d somewhere found a screw- 
driver, stabbed another inmate seven 
times, and calmly walked up to a 
prison guard, handing him the bloody 
tool. “‘Can I go in now?” he asked. 

Further down the corridor, we can 
see prisoners in their cells, smoking, 
watching television or sleeping. As 
soon as they see us, we are met by a 
barrage of obscenities. 


Carter to

“They're doing that for your 
benefit,” a guard says. ““They’re 
usually not that bad. Even so, what do 
they have to lose? You can’t punish 
them any more than they are being 
punished right now.” 


The cell blocks themselves are struc- 
tured so that several cells face one cen- 
tral room, in which a metal table 
strewn with dirty dishes stands. The 
rooms are accessible from the outside 
only through double doors. 

“We take their food in there while 
they’re locked in their cells. When we 
come out, the cells are opened. One in- 


mate serves the others. That way, we. 


never come in direct contact with that 
many prisoners,’ Bair says. He adds 


that only two prisoners are allowed in 
the corridor at the same time. 


Death row looks like all the other cell 
blocks, with the exception that a clip- 
board with the death row inmates’ 
names written on it tells where each is 
at any given time. ‘‘Pierre—sh, 
Andrews—sh 6:30 a.m.” Below those 
entries, “Pierre—ct., Andrews— ct. 8 
aeme 


“See, Pierre and Andrews had to be 
checked out to take a shower before 
they went to court today,” Bair says. 
“They had an execution date set. They 
probably won’t be executed December 
2, but it makes them jittery to know 
that a judge has said ‘On this day, 
you'll die.’ 


“Seventy-two hours before the in- 
mates are scheduled to be executed, we 
put a nine-man crew on 24-hour duty 
to watch them, and make sure they 
don’t attempt suicide or anything like 
that. We try to keep them alive so we 
can kill them. 


“Some of these guys will eventually 
get out of here,” he adds, “but some 
will never see the outside of this prison 
again.” 


The sunshine seems almost too 
bright as it reflects from the stainless 
steel ‘“‘razor wire’ on the chain-link 
parallel fences outside the building, 
contrasting with the artificial white 
light inside. 


“Two guys actually got out of max,” 
one of our hosts says. ‘““They broke out 
of some air ducts and then jumped the 
fences. Even with the old barbed wire 
on the fence, a prisoner could just scale 
the wall with a blanket, throw it on the 
wire, roll off taking the blanket with 
him and do the same thing on the next 
fence. We actually timed one guy. He 
got over both fences with somebody 
shooting at him in 11 seconds. .This 
razor wire makes that impossible ... it 
will cut through almost anything, and 
it can’t_be broken.” 


Two inmates walk past, one carrying 
a shovel, the other pushing a 
wheelbarrow. 


“They've been planting flowers,” 
Bair says. “I guess they're trying to 
cheer things up a little bit around 
here.” 


The prisoners walk around the cor- 
ner slowly, mud falling from the 
shovel.

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Skyfall, by Harry Harrison 


’ Reviewed by Lon Wilcox 


When the next multi-million dollar, super- 
spectacular disaster movie hits the screen it may well 
be based-on the newest novel by Harry Harrison, 
Skyfall. 


Skyfall is one of the latest paperback releases from 
Ace Books. The size of the novel, 378 pages, would 
lead the buyer to expect a price of at least $2.50, but 
the use of cheaper paper and glue leaves the price at a 


, \ 


more affordable $1.95. 


Ace has touted this book in their advances as a 
double draw: both a major science fiction novel and a 
major disaster novel. To emphasize this they have 
designed two separate covers. One shows a large 
Russian-American rocket in orbit around the Earth, 
for the science fiction reader, the other shows a pan- 
icked crowd with a flaming city backdrop. To make 
sure that there is no confusion with the two covers, 
Ace has used the alternate cover idea as the back 
cover for the other. 


Despite the paper, bonding and cover confusion, 
Skyfall manages to create a world of impending doom 


that makes Meteor become a. splash, and The 
Poseiden Adventure a rowboat. 


Harrison sets the action of his novel in the near 


future when the energy shortages of today have 
become even more acute. There have been power out- 
ages in the Northwest'of the United States, of all 
places, and crop failures and famine in Siberia. 

Under the necessities of energy and food demands, 
the United States and Russia have cooperated in 
creating the Prometheus Project: 

Prometheus is a series of 50 solar generators placed 
into stable orbits around the Earth to be used to

Women priests 
for Catholics? 


BALTIMORE (AP) 

— More than 2,000 peo- 
ple, mostly nuns and lay 
women, listened to rous- 
‘ing calls for equality 
Saturday at a conven- 
tion on the ordination of 


women into the Roman 
Catholic Priesthood. 


Some women main- 
tained that being admit- 
ted to the priesthood 
was a necessary initial 
step to revitalize the 
ministry. Others, 
however, insisted. that 
massive changes must 
come first. 


“No longer is clerical, 
celibate, hierarchical 
ministry adequate to the 
pastoral needs of our 
day, ” said theologian 
Miary-. He Hunton 
Berkeley,, Calif. ‘The 
old model is dead.” 


She said that entering 
the priesthood would 
mean becoming part of a 
“clerical caste,” and “I 
strongly advise against 
accepting it as the price 
for full ministry.” 

On the other hand, 
Patricia’ Hughes: of 
Chicago, campus 
ministry director at 
Mundelein College, said 
“the church will always 
be in need of reforma- 
tion.

Nationally, 
one in five men approve of beating 
their wives. FBI statistics show that 25 
percent of all American women are 
beaten at least once and in 50 to 60 
percent of adult couples living 
together, domestic violence is com- 
mon. > 

Close to five million American wives 
suffer extreme violence at some time in 
their marriages, some frequently and 
regularly, and nearly two million 
American couples have used a lethal 
weapon on one another. 

Wives, or husbands, aren’t the only 
ones hurt. Twenty-five percent of all 
police fatalities occur because of 
domestic violence, and 40 percent are 
injured trying to settle husband-wife 
abuse. 


Little legal recourse 


The violence and. tragedy of wife 
abuse leaves many women without 
much legal recourse. 


Emergency numbers have been set~ 


up in many cities to handle wife 
beating. problems. But in most areas, 
according. to battered wives, a woman 
who calls a special emergency number, 
911, for help, is told to call back on the 
next business day if her assailant is her 
husband and no lethal weapon is in- 
volved. 

Some police departments have infor- 
mal “‘stitch rules:” they will arrest a 
husband only if he has inflicted a 
wound severe enough to require 4a 


specific and considerable number of 


stitches. 


In smaller cities such as Provo, 
however, where police calls of domestic 


arrests. The International Association 
of Chiefs of Police training bulletin 
states that most family disputes are 
“personal matters requiring no direct. 
action.” The bulletin goes on to recom- 
mend that ‘“‘once inside the home, the 
officer’s sole purpose is to preserve the 
peace attempt to soothe feelings, 
pacify parties —the power of arrest 
should be exercised only as a last 
resort.” 


Since legal recourse to battered 
wives isn’t readily available, 19 states, 
including Utah, have enacted legisla- 
tion to aid women through additional 
recourse or funded’shelters. Utah is 
‘one of the few states with a shelter, 
funded by the Division of Family Ser- 
vices, that houses battered wives until 
they gain legal aid, a job, counseling 
and if need be, a home of their own. 


Help for ‘Women in Jeopardy’ 


The ‘Women in Jeopardy’ program 
at the YWCA in Salt Lake City began 
in February 1977 as a three-month 
pilot program funded by United Way. 
Since then it has become a permanent 
program and has housed 400 women 
and 475 children. Fern Redman, direc- 
tor of the program, says an average of 
eight to 10 women are at the center at 
any given time. 

Betty Tatham, executive director of 
the Salt Lake City YWCA, says a bat- 
tered wife cannot receive a restraining 
order (which places her husband under 
contempt of court if he approaches 
her) unless she files for divorce. 

If a woman presses charges, her hus- 
band can be placed in jail. “Usually 
the husband is out within 24 hours on 
bail, however,” says Ms. Tatham,

Most officials agree that prisoners are allowed into 
Minimum Security too soon. Some blame deception on the 
part of the prisoners, while others say overcrowding is the 
cause. 

“We're probably sending people to Minimum Security 
from Medium Security before we should,” says Eldon 
Barnes, director of Medium and Maximum Security, “but 
with our shortage on space, we are forced to move 
prisoners.” : 

“There has been.an increase of 150 prisoners since last 
year,” claims Warden Larry W. Morris. ““There has been no 
budget increase.’ ’ The prison, he says, is facing a deficit in 


this year’s budget and prison administrators have requested- 


the state legislature to provide $540,000 as soon as it con- 
venes to help with expenses through the rest of the fiscal 
year. 

Howard Davis, administrator of the prison school system, 
describes the choice officials must make in deciding which 
prisoners are allowed to move to Minimum Security. “We 
definitely have a shortage of space here. When you get, say, 
10 new guys into Medium Security and you have to move 10 
out, you're more likely to go with guys that have been here 
for a while and that you know, even if you don’t quite think 
they’re up to par, than send a bunch of guys you don’t know 
to Minimum.” 

Prison officials involved with the classification of inmates 
disagree. When asked about the rapid shuffling of prisoners, 
corrections counselor Don Peterson says, “Negative. 
They’re not going through any faster than they have before. 
The judge is still sending them out here just like before and 
nothing has changes.” 

Although the overcrowded conditions at the prison are 
cited as the principal cause for the high escape rate, sources 
inside the prison say it has always been crowded. 


“The prison is as full now as it was when I came here 14 
years ago,” says Mel Provost, corrections counselor in 
charge of prisoner classification. ‘In fact, at one point, they 
had the prisoners sleeping out in the corridors.” 

Utah Attorney General Robert Hansen, well-known for 
his hard-line views on the treatment of convicts, says, 
“There is little doubt in my mind that the number of 
prisoners in the penitentiary cannot be the large con- 
tributing factor to the number of escapes so far this year. | 
firmly believe that the reason for the escapes is that 
prisoners are being pushed through into Minimum Security 
because of the programs. The philosophy out there seems 
entirely too liberal.”

_found that ‘even that theory doesn’t hold up. 


A guard, who asked not to be identified, says, “Everybody 
has a bed in the prison. In fact, we have empty beds. in 
there. The prison has always had between 900 and 1,000 
men out here. I think this cry about overcrowding is a 
coverup for the administration so they won’t have to admit 
that their social-oriented programs don’t work.” 

Prison officials say they have researched extensively the 
reasons prisoners escape, but there is no definitive profile of 
an escapee or potential escapee. 

“We never know whether a prisoner is sincere in working 
his way into minimum security,” Petersen comments. 
“Some of these guys play games with us, just biding their 
time until they can escape. We have no real way of knowing, 
and it’s unfair to be so suspicious as to deny those.who really: 


deserve to get into minimum their chance.” 
Beatrice Pierce, Utah State Prison research analyst, adds. 
“We used to theorize that drug users didn’t escape as 


much because drugs were their escape, but recently we've

Sergeant:Gene Bartell, prison guard, says, ““The reasons 


_ for escaping are various. Some guys honestly want to get out 


and be free. Others want to get out just for a time to 
straighten out family problems. : 

“One man:escaped whose son was in the hospital with 
leukemia, and who was also having family problems that he 
felt only he could deal with. He left, and when he had taken 
care of his problems, he called us from Pennsylvania.saying 
he wanted to come back. He even offered to find a ride back 
on his own. He just needed to be out to take care of his 
family.” 

According to Bria, ““The majority of guys just want ‘6 get 
out of here for a while, breathe some free air and come back. 
They'll leave for a while, get drunk, get some sex, get high 
and then arrange it so they can get caught and come back.” 

Bria says he doesn’t “fall for this family problems story. 
It’s bogus. These guys had family problems before they ever 
left. Alotof inmates leave with only a few weeks left to serve 
here. When they leave, they know they’re going to get 
caught: What they’re really trying to say is that they are just 
not prepared to leave prison and try to cope with life on the 
outside.” 

_ The average time left to serve among this year’s escapees 
is 9 months, 13 days. 

“The fact that prisoners are escaping with just a few days 
left to serve in prison indicates that they really don’t want to 
leave,’ Hansen says. ‘‘What that means to you and me is 
that the guy’s going to get out and knock off a store or 
something to get back in the can ... the public isn’t being 


protected, nor are the prisoners really being helped to get. 


baek into society.” 

Many prisoners have been in confinement since their 
teens. All their friends are inside, officials say, and there is 
little incentive for them to try to make it on the outside 
where they have no one. 


The prisoners’ view 


“T left because I just felt like it,” says Danny Alvarez, who 
escaped in August and was picked up in Salt Lake City in 
October in connection with an armed robbery. “ I was 
getting tired of it here and I had to get out. I was high on 
drugs and alcohol at, the time, so it was easier for me to get 
up enough courage to go. I just took off.” 


Alvarez left from a community release detail in ‘Salt Lake 
City. 


Paul Gardinia, serving five years to life, has escaped four 
times from the state penitentiary. Why? 

“They said if I wasn’t on the farm, I wouldn’t be escaping 
and that I was gonna stay in medium,” he says. “It became 
a thing where I wanted to show them I could do it.” 

Gardinia was shot in the hand while trying to escape from 
the Medium Security unit, then taken to University of Utah 
Hospital in Salt Lake City, where he completed the escape: 

“T was going for a divorce appeal that didn’t go through,” 
says Jim Gray, serving one to 15 years for burglary. “It was a 
very emotional time. I was drunk. It was an impulsive kind 
of thing. I’m sorry I did it.’ 


Most prisoners admit it would be easy to escape, even 
from the Medium Security block, but some inmates don’t 
consider escape as a road to freedom. 


_ Joe Anselmo, 41, who’s been in prison 27 years of his life, 
agrees. ‘I could escape at any time I wanted to almost,”’ he 
says. “I got: too much time to do so I don’t want to do no 
more. I want to get it over with.” 


Many choose not to go, but many have gone. The prison 
situation raises serious questions as to what can and should 
be done to halt the tide of prison” breakouts. 

“That we are overcrowded is one reason,” says Torecneor 
“but once we had some escapes, it became kind’ of a con- 
tagion.” 

The inmates look stoic, harmless as they go about their 
chores at the prison farm. But inside the administration 
lobby, a prisoner puffs moodily on a cigarette as he stares 
out the window at freedom. “So peaceful and serene out 
there,” he muses. ‘But here, seething from within.” 
Perhaps, in that seething, is found the roots of the prison’s’ 
epidemic of escapes — a disease that makes those wire 
fences and the trust of officials just not enough for some 
prisoners.
